The  Dak";  of  Brunfick,  after 
raking  feveral  fortified  places,  had 
marched  \  ith  his  armv  towards  Pa- 
ris, anJ  was  within  Seventy  miles 
of  that  capital — In  confequence  of 
hisfuccefTes  on  the  frontiers,  Long- 
wi,  and  frveral  other  places  having 
fallen  into  his  hands,  the  National 
Allembly  parle  i  a  decree  ex  pre  fling 
in  flrong  terms  the  danger  of  the 
country,  and  calling  on  the  citizens 
to  arm  and  turn  out  to  reinforce 
the  army — Sxtv  thoufand  men 
were  to  be  raifed  immediately — 
this  decree  provided  for  a  general 
aljrm — the  Tocfin  vtn  rung,  and 
tie  general  beat  in  all  the  fections. 
The  citizens  immediately  repaired 
to  the  Camp  de  Mars  to  ftlect  their 
volunteers,  and  make  their  arrange- 
ments to  comply  with  the  decree 
for  reinforcing  the  anny. 

It  being  fuggefted  by  one  of  the 
people,  that  previous  to  going  to  the 
frontier!  to  fight  the  enemy  without 
it  was  proper  to  take  care  of  the 
enemy  within — the  idea  was  imme- 
diately communicated  from  man  to 
man,  and  the  whole  body  divided 
themielvea  into  parties,  end  fpread 
thcmfelves  all  over  the  city — they 
broke  open  the  prifeni  and  put  all 
the  prifoners  to  death ;  among 
whom  are  upwards  oi  one  hundred 
of  the  nonjuriflrg  clergy,  including 
one  bifhop,  Col.  Montmorin,  &c. 
theconfufion  continued  to  the  date 
of  the  lalt  Paris  account,  which  w  as 
September  3.!. — Th?  gar n fort  of 
Longwi  confjfted  of  1800  men,  who 
were  ail  made  prifon?r»  of  war — 
part  of  the  Auftrian  army  were  be- 
AeginjE  Verdun — an  account  was* 
publiihed  in  arv  English  paper  *f 
the  loth  September  •  •  nich  was  feeh 
at  Scarborough,  Rating  that  me  citi- 
zens of  Verdun  had  demanded  of 
the  commanding  officer,  that  the  ci- 
ty (hould  be  funendercd  ao  the  Au- 
ftrian*, that  he  had  been  obliged  to 
comply  with  this  demand,  anil  that 
he  had  in  confeqiumce  lliot  bhufctf. 

Verdun,  now  in  the  pofleffion  of 
the  comb, ned  armies,  is  150  miles 
ealr  from  Paris — its  c)i add  is  find  to 
have  been  very  ftrong, 

Great  apprchenfums  are  cnter- 
ta'n  e*J  iu  Paris  of  holtilitiej  being  a- 
bout  to  be  commenced  by  tfe  Spa- 
niards. Thirty-nine  fail  of  (hips 
were  lying  in  Barcelcn*, — thefe,  >t 
was  expected,  were  to  be  joined  by 
fevrmeen  fail  of  Portuguele  — MUr- 
fe.iles,  Collioures  or  Antibel,  was 
fupnofed  to  be  their  object. 

From  the  lateft  returns  of  the 
French  armies  to  the  rninilk-rof  war, 
it  appears  that  there  are  at  leaft  two 
millions  of  men  in  arms. 

The  encampment  of  the  oomhin- 
ed  armies  againft  France,  near  T'ii- 
onvtlk  the  iyt)\  Auguft,  extended 
nearly  feventecn  miles.

chiefs,  and  that  they  had  come 
to  Paris  to  learn  the  truth  ie- 
fpedting  the  events  of  the  xoih. 
They  kid  that  M.  Veneur  had 
written  to  the  battalions,  in  the 
name  of  M.  la  Favette,  to  me 
following  purport. 

"  Soldiers  !  your  conftitution 
has  hern  annihilated!  Seditious 
men  have  filled  li  e  meafurea 
•f  their  crimes.  —  They  have 


qiufed  t'ii  Swtfs  fotdidrs.  nor! 
the  commandant  of  the  Nati- 
onal Guards,  to  be  allathnated. 

 With  fwords  tn  their  hawds 

they  compiled  the  Leyillative 
body  to  decree  the  fufpenhon 
of  the  King.  Soldiers  choofe 
between  the  King  and  Pjtion." 

They  added  that  M.  la  Fay- 
ette wilhcd  to  make  them  hgn 
a  paper  written  in  the  fame 
ftrain,  and  requefted  that  the 
AfTembly  wauld  prevent  the 
perfidious  defign  of  this  General. 

M  Merlin  pre  fen  ted  hity  dif- 
ferent pieces  to  fupport  their 
accufation. 

Two  private  letters,  and  in 
particular  one  from  the  Com- 
miHionera  lent  to  the  army,  be- 
ing adduced  to  coroborace  thrfe 
charges,  the  Affeinbly  immedi- 
ately parted  the  following  de- 
cree of  accsfahon  agnnlt  M.  de 
la  Fayette.
